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TAKING HARD LINE 

New commissioner elected despite record low turnout 


An ex-police chief and army officer 
who has vowed to take a “zero toler¬ 
ance” approach to crime starts work 
today as Surrey’s first Police and 
Crime Commissioner. 

Independent candidate Kevin Hur¬ 
ley won last Thursday’s election, 
after getting 52,793 votes out of an 
electorate of 856,968 - just six per 
cent of the vote. Overall turnout for 
the county was a meagre 15.7 per 
cent. 

Conservative candidate Julie lies, 
who was ahead of Mr Hurley in the 
first count of votes, lost out to him by 
8,000 votes when second preferences 
were added. 

The 59-year-old, has served in the 
police for 30 years in various roles 
ranging from police constable to bor¬ 
ough commander in Surrey and has 
worked as a detective and an under¬ 
cover officer. 

He said he felt “humbled” to have 
won and determined to deliver a 
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hard-line focus on antisocial be¬ 
haviour to reduce crime. 

He said: “The people want someone 
who will take a firm line on anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour, on louts and bullies, 
on burglars and those who deal class 
A drugs to our children and certain 
legislation which is under-used to 
give victims back the profits of crime 
- putting victims at the centre of the 
criminal justice system. Zero toler¬ 
ance is a state of mind. It means not 
ignoring things and walking by. 

“If police officers are driving 
through the high street and see a 
rowdy group of people making shop¬ 
pers uncomfortable they should stop 
the car and speak to these people. 

“If they don’t moderate their be¬ 
haviour they will get a fixed penalty 
notice and if they don’t accept that 
they should be arrested.” 


Mr Hurley, who helped draw up 
Iraq’s policing strategy, and has 
served for 42 years as a reservist 
Army officer in the Parachute regi¬ 
ment and the military police, said his 
extensive policing experience is what 
the electorate wanted in a candidate. 

He initially stood for nomination as 
a Conservative candidate, despite 
never having been a member of a 
party, and said he wasnot selected 
because the party felt he was not “po¬ 
litical enough”. 

He said: “I’ve hit the ground abso¬ 
lutely running. I understand the 
issue of risk and no one is going to 
pull the wool over my eyes. Surveys 
done before the election show the 
electorate think my police experi¬ 
ence is a great advantage.” 

Mr Hurley who works as a media 
pundit - commenting on issues such 
as Jimmy Saville and murder of the 
Claygate family in the French Alps - 
said he will now commit his time to 


his new role, despite earlier saying at 
he would only do the £70,000 job part 
time. 

He said: “As an Army reservist I do 
spend my time involved with the 
Army, but my business plans will 
now have to go on hold. At the hus¬ 
tings I did say this role would not be 
my only source of income. 

“But I come from a family of police 
officers. Public safety and the rea¬ 
sons for policing are in my blood.” 

Asked about his pledge to set up 
local policing boards so he could 
hear the views of the public, he said 
these will be run by borough com¬ 
manders rather than himself. 

He said they will collect the views 
of neighbourhood groups and neigh¬ 
bourhood watch schemes which will 
be filtered back to his office so he can 
have “a measured view of crime in 
the 11 boroughs”.

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Voting slow in 'pointless’ election

Voting in the Surrey Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
election last Thursday was 
“very, very slow”, with many 
residents saying they opposed 
the change or simply had not 
been given enough informa¬ 
tion to make an informed 
choice. 

Polling stations opened at 
7am and stayed open until 
10pm to give residents a 
chance to select one of the six 
candidates jostling to be elect¬ 
ed for a four-year term to over¬ 
see the work of Surrey Police 
and hold them to account. 

But at 11am a presiding offi¬ 
cer at the polling station in the 
Epsom Playhouse, in Ashley 
Avenue, in Epsom town centre 
said hardly anyone had 
turned up to vote - a trend 
widely reflected across the 
area. 

He said: “It’s been very, very 
slow. There have been less 
than 10 people voting per 
hour.” 

Just 11 people came to the 
polling station over the next 40 
minutes. 

In the town centre that day 
passersby criticised the lack of 
publicity and some said that 
they did not agree with the 
role of a police and crime com¬ 
missioner in principle. 

One Leatherhead resident 
said: “I’m not voting, I’ve got 
no interest in it. It’s costing 
millions to do it and it’s 
ridiculous. 

"We don’t mind or care about 
policing as long as we are po¬ 
liced. Everyone I know and 
speak to is the same. I’d be 
surprised if anyone does come 



out and vote. I think the police 
are fine as they are.” 

Pam Plumtree said: “I 
haven’t taken an interest in it 
whatsoever. 

“Nobody’s knocked on the 
door, I’ve seen nothing about 
it anywhere at all. I don’t 
know where or how to vote 
and I’ve always voted in the 
past.” 

Arthur Neal, from Epsom, 
said the police, not a politi¬ 
cian, should be in charge of 
running the force. 

He said: “I’ve voted, but I 
can’t see the point in it. 

“I was a postal vote and 


when I posted it I had no idea 
who I was voting for. There 
was no information about the 
candidates until the next week 
in the Epsom Guardian. 

“I doubt there will be a high 
turnout. 

“You should let the police get 
on with what they’re doing. 
Why interfere? It’s only going 
to be another politician run¬ 
ning it. Police should be run 
by the police. I voted for an 
ex-policeman.” 

Another resident agreed: He 
said: “I’ve voted, because I’ve 
always voted, but I chose to de¬ 
liberately avoid voting for a 


politician. I don’t think the 
turnout will be high. Nobody 
knows who, why, what, and I 
can’t see a reason for it. It’s a 
total waste of money.” 

An Ashtead resident added: 
“I think the police should run 
themselves - they know what 
they are doing. 

“Someone who comes in 
with ideas doesn’t necessarily 
know how those ideas can run 
through. 

“I’m not voting. They’re cut¬ 
ting back policeman - we need 
policeman out and about not 
somebody in an office getting 
a large sum of money, not 
knowing what they are doing.” 

Sonia Bedley-Moore, from 
Walton-on-the-Hill, said: “I am 
voting today so I’ll search 
online to take a look at the 
candidates before I go in. I 
haven’t had much information. 

“I don’t think there’ll be a 
high turnout - it’s an unusual 
day for it. 

“Everyone’s thinking about 
Christmas, not voting.”

‘Winner’s zero tolerance approach to policing is impossible’ 


Only 15% 
go to polls 

Just 15 per cent of the 
electorate in Epsom and 
Ewell voted in last week’s 
election to choose Surrey's 
first police and crime 
commissioner. 

Overall turnout in the bor¬ 
ough was 14.51 per cent. 

Just 48 per cent of those 
who applied for a postal vote 
used it, and only 9.98 per 
cent of those who were sent 
polling cards turned up to 
the polling stations to cast 
their vote. The only bor¬ 
oughs in Surrey with a 
lower overall turnout than 
Epsom and Ewell, were Run- 
neymede, with 12.27 per 
cent, Spelthorne with 13.10 
per cent and Surrey Heath 
with 14.25 per cent. 

Mole Valley and Guildford 
were the boroughs with the 
highest overall turnout in 
the county with 19.76 per 
cent and 18.22 per cent 
of people voting there 
respectively. The overall 
turnout for Surrey was 15.7 
per cent which means just 
134,543 residents voted out of 
the electorate of 856,968.

Well done to 
our first PCC 
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first count of votes, but lost 
to Kevin Hurley when sec¬ 
ond preferences were in¬ 
cluded, said he actually 
benefited from failing to 
win the Conservative nomi¬ 
nation and running as an 
independent candidate, but 
his focus on policing, rather 
than prevention, was 
flawed. 

Ms lies said: “The public 
have elected Kevin Hurley 
and I hope he does a very 
good job. 

“My campaign team could¬ 
n’t have done anything dif¬ 
ferently. It was a general 
apathy among voters and 
particularly Tory voters - 
we never really did get 
over the nonsense of 
the election being 
seen as the politici¬ 
sation of the 
police. 

“The irony is 
if Kevin Hurley 
had got the Tory 


nomination for which he 
applied he wouldn’t have 
been able to describe him¬ 
self as a ‘zero tolerance 
police chief’. It shows that 
those people who thought 
they were voting for an 
independent weren’t.” 

She said: “The very last 
thing we want is the police 
policing the police. Having 
police experience probably 
causes a blinkered ap¬ 
proach of ‘I used to do it 
this way chief constable, so 
you do it this way now too’. 

“I would like Mr Hurley to 
focus on prevention not 
policing. To get the chief 
constable to dictate a zero 
tolerance approach in 
Surrey is not achievable. 

“I don’t think we’ve got 
the resources. 

“We need to look at how to 
work with different agen¬ 
cies before we get to the 
point of crime happening. 

“I want Mr Hurley to be 


full-time on the job. He has 
said at meetings in the past 
that he has other interests 
and that it’s a part-time po¬ 
sition for him.” 

When asked about 
whether the new PCC has a 
mandate when only six per 
cent of Surrey’s electorate 
voted for him, Ms lies said: 
“He has more of a mandate 
than Surrey Police Authori¬ 
ty ever had [which consist¬ 
ed of appointed councillors 
and independent members]. 

“The reality is the police 
are a public service, funded 
by the taxpayer and it’s 
always been political. 

“Seventy-five per cent of 
homes had my leaflet, peo¬ 
ple had websites to look at, 
the election was advertised 
on television and in the 
local press. 

“There just wasn’t the ap¬ 
petite for it and it’s easy for 
people to say there wasn’t 
any information about it.” 


Surrey Police Chief Constable 
Lynne Owens said: “Congrat¬ 
ulations to Kevin Hurley on 
becoming Surrey’s first PCC. 

“This is a new era in British 
policing and I, and my team, 
look forward to working with 
him when he takes up office 
on Thursday November 22.”

As well as running a website 
where he can be contacted by 
the public, he promised to visit 
a different borough each 
month, to meet with leaders of 
the councils and chief execu¬ 
tives.

Burglars searched an OAP’s 
home while she slept and then 
forced their way into the 
terrified woman’s bedroom. 

They struck between be¬ 
tween 9pm and 9.30pm on 
Wednesday, November 14, at a 
house in Ashley Road, Epsom, 
while the woman, who is in 
her late 60s, was in bed. 

It is believed at least two men 
entered the property by forc¬ 
ing entry via a downstairs 
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window and carried out a 
thorough search. 

They then forced their way 
into her bedroom, but left after 
she told them she had called 
police. 

It is not yet known if 
anything was taken from the 
property and police officers 
are working with the woman 


to establish exactly what 
happened. 

Police would like to speak to 
anyone who was in the Ashley 
Road area or around the 
University for the Creative 
Arts, which is close by, be¬ 
tween 9pm and 10pm that 
evening, and who saw any¬ 
thing suspicious to contact 
them with information. 

They would particularly like 
to trace three white men, aged 


in their late 20s, who were seen 
in the area. 

Detective Sergeant Penny 
Goodale said: “This was an 
appalling incident and one 
which has left the victim ex¬ 
tremely shaken and, therefore, 
I ask anyone with information, 
no matter how insignificant 
they may feel it is, to contact 
Surrey Police. 

“Incidents of this nature will 
not be tolerated and we will do 


everything we can to find 
those responsible and bring 
them to justice.” 

House-to-house enquiries 
have taken place in the area 
and officers from the Epsom 
and Ewell safer neighbour¬ 
hood team continue are carry¬ 
ing out reassurance patrols.

Campaign to 
cut A&E visits 

Staff at Epsom, Sutton and St 
Helier hospitals are backing a 
national campaign to cut the 
numbers visiting accident 
and emergency (A&E) 
departments unnecessarily. 

Voicing his support for the 
NHS Choose Well campaign, 
joint medical director Dr Mar¬ 
tin Stockwell said: “More 
than 143,300 patients came to 
our A&E departments and ur¬ 
gent care centre last year - 
that’s more than 390 patients 
per day, or one person every 
four minutes. 

“Most people using A&E 
genuinely need its services 
and are suffering a life threat¬ 
ening or real emergency. 

“However, there are also 
people who come because 
they feel mildly unwell, have a 
cough, cold, a minor cut or 
other everyday ailments. 

“They could be getting the 
right care faster somewhere 
more appropriate, for in¬ 
stance from their GP, a phar¬ 
macist or even by treating 
themselves. 

“As well as your GP and 
local pharmacy, there are a 
number of NHS services lo¬ 
cally, including GP-led health 
centres, walk-in centres and 
minor injuries units. 

“Using the full range of 
services available will mean 
patients get seen as quickly as 
possible. It also means that 
staff in our A&Es can treat 
people who do have a critical 
or life-threatening condition 
more quickly too.”

Pilgrims undeterred by fighting on Holy Land trip

As rockets rain down on Israel 
and that country escalates action 
against Hamas in Gaza, a group of 
intrepid pilgrims set off on Monday 
to explore the Holy Land. 

Worshippers from St Mary’s 
Church, in Ewell, joined others from 
churches in Epsom and Ewell, fly 
out to the troubled country for a 10- 
day pilgrimage. 

Leading the 34-strong group was 
the Rev John Baxter, a retired priest 
who lives in the parish and helps at 
the church. 

At least 25 people are reported to 
have died that day as Israeli forces 
launched air strikes in a bid to 
prevent rocket attacks launched 
from Gaza. 

But asked whether the trip should 


be cancelled in the light of the 
escalating violence Mr Baxter said: 
“No, because God has called in 
faith and in faith we go in peace to 
share his love with all the people of 
Israel.” 

Professor David Dance, a mem¬ 
ber of the congregation, said that 
everyone was very positive and 
looking forward to the journey with 
great excitement. 

The pilgrimage started in 
Galilee where the gn 
visited Naz-reth an 
Cana. Their itinerary 
then takes them via 
Jericho and the 
Judean desert for a 
six-night stay in 
Jerusalem.

Residents have given their views 
on plans for a new Travelodge 
that the hotel chain wants to build 
within a four-minute walk of an¬ 
other of its sites. 

Developers Storm Land and Es¬ 
tates originally submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to Epsom and 
Ewell Council in 2009 for an 85- 
bed hotel on the site of the Com¬ 
rades Club, in The Parade, 
Epsom, next to the town hall. 

This was rejected by councillors, 
but a new design with 82 beds was 
submitted in September last year, 
and councillors deferred making 
a decision on it. 

The developers then submitted a 
third proposal for a 77-bed hotel 
that was refused in March by 
councillors who ruled it was too 
large a development for the site. 

Storm Land and Estates ap¬ 
pealed this decision to the Secre¬ 
tary of State in September and the 
final decision now rests with na¬ 
tional planning inspectors. 

Residents were given a chance to 
express their views on the plans 
to the planning inspectorate in 
a consultation that ended 
yesterday. 

The Save Epsom campaigning

group had urged residents to 
write in as it believes a second 
Travelodge in the town centre is 
unnecessary. 

Work on the Travelodge at 
Epsom station, just four minutes’ 
walk from the Comrades Club, is 
nearing completion. 

Tina Mountain, who is leading 
the Save Epsom group, said: “We 
have criticised our council for the 
development above the station, 
but when they have the courage to 
refuse a development because it is 
inappropriate for Epsom, then we 


should completely support them. 

“The proposed hotel has no 
parking and is much larger than 
the existing Comrades Club. 

“Chris Grayling MP emphasised 
that the people of Epsom should 
not be afraid to speak out when a 
development does nothing to com¬ 
plement our market town.” 

Commenting on this story on 
epsomguardian.co.uk one read¬ 
er said: “Surely not another Trav¬ 
elodge, they just built one in the 
station. What is the town hall 
thinking?”

Flats in the Epsom station de¬ 
velopment will be open for 
people to view for the first 
time this weekend. 

Orbit Homes will launch its 
shared-ownership homes, Fu¬ 
sion, on Saturday, November 
24, from 10am to 3pm. 

Forming part of the contro¬ 
versial station development, a 
selection of one, two and 
three-bedroom apartments 
will be available for shared 
ownership, a scheme which 
aims to make buying a new 


home easier and more afford¬ 
able. 

Under the scheme, buyers 
purchase a share in a new 
home that is tailored to suit 
them and pay a subsidised rent 
on the part they do not own, 
and in the future extra shares 
can be purchased until the 
home is owned outright. 

Prices for a 45 per cent stake 
in a one-bedroom flat start at 
£83,250. 

Clare Jones, a consultant at 
Orbit Homes, said: “HomeBuy

A campaign to save a club for dis¬ 
abled youngsters has been sup¬ 
ported by thousands of people 
across Britain and beyond after 
winning the backing of the Na¬ 
tional Union of Students (NUS). 

Courtney Giles, from Epsom, a 
second-year student at Warwick 
University, beat hundreds of oth¬ 
ers entrants to win the I Am The 
Change Programme - an initia¬ 
tive run by the NUS that asked 
students to submit ideas for a 
change they would like to see 
happen. 

The idea submitted by the 19- 
year-old was to Save Epsom Phab 
- a campaign to prevent the clo¬ 
sure of the charity for disabled 
and able-bodied children, cur¬ 
rently based in the Linton’s Youth 
Centre, Epsom. Surrey County 
Council (SCC) is determined to 
sell its leasehold in the centre, 
forcing the club to find a new 
home. 

Miss Giles, the daughter of 
Julia Giles, the club’s leader, has 
attended the club since she was 
eight and continues to volunteer 
there.

TV presenter Laurence Llewe- 
lyn-Bowen has been appointed 
vice-patron for an organisation 
that rescued the charity his 
late father founded 40 years 
ago. 

The flamboyant home-style 
consultant was given the hon¬ 
our by the Leatherhead-based 
charity Queen Elizabeth’s 
Foundation for Disabled Peo¬ 
ple (QEF) - which merged with 
Epsom charity Meru in April 
when it ran into financial 
difficulties.

Further funding allowed the 
charity to expand over the 
years and in 2009 it moved 
from Orchard Hill, Carshalton 
to West Hill, Epsom.

funding - both of which had 
dropped. 

He said: “A lot of the funding 
for Meru was running out so it 
merged with QEF, which gave 
Meru an opportunity to con¬ 
solidate its work and stand on 
its own feet again. 

“We don’t want to see Meru 
disappear.” 

Llewelyn-Bowen’s appoint¬ 
ment cements the relationship 
between QEF and Meru, where 
the celebrity is already a pa¬ 
tron. 

He said: “I am very happy to 
accept the role of QEF vice 
patron. QEF has a long history 
of supporting disabled people 
to increase their independence 
and improve their opportuni¬ 
ties and I am impressed with 
the work they do. 

“But most of all I am pleased 
that QEF has ensured that 
Meru can continue to provide 
custom-built equipment for 
disabled children.” 

Llewelyn-Bowen has helped 
to promote Meru’s new Trav- 
elChair, which was launched 
during the Paralympics and 
enables children with complex 
disabilities to travel safely and 
securely by air. The QEF 
spokesman said 25 Trav- 
elChairs had already been or¬ 
dered by airline Virgin 
Atlantic.

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Amy, nine, wins award for bravery

A girl diagnosed with cancer 
who is now fighting fit thanks 
to a bone marrow transplant 
from her five-year-old brother 
has won an award for her 
bravery. 

Amy Beney, nine, from 
Leatherhead, was just three 
when she was diagnosed with 
osteomyelitis, a bone infection 
caused by bacteria, in her 
ankle joints, which left her un¬ 
able to walk. 

A year later, she had 
leukaemia diagnosed, but 
after undergoing 27 months of 
gruelling treatment she went 
into remission. 

Amy’s family was devastat¬ 
ed to learn the cancer had re¬ 
turned in November 2010 and 
she needed a bone marrow 
transplant to battle the 
disease. 

Her brother Adam, then 
four, turned out to be a perfect 
match and Amy underwent 
the operation in May last year. 

A bone marrow transplant 
allows doctors to use a high 
dose chemotherapy to try to 
eradicate leukaemia. 

Bone marrow is the sub¬ 
stance inside bones that 
makes blood cells and high 
doses of chemotherapy drugs 
kills it off, but doctors can 
take bone marrow from a 
donor and use it to replace 
the sufferers own bone mar¬ 
row after the patient has the 
treatment.

Amy has now completed the 
intensive part of her treat¬ 
ment and is back in remission 
- with her courage earning 
her a Little Star award from 
Cancer Research UK. 

Amy’s mum Kirsty said: “We 
were exceptionally lucky that 
Adam was a 100 per cent 
match. 

“Going through the process 
was horrendous, but now 
Adam understands his special 
blood made Amy better and 
Amy herself is back to being 
normal and healthy. 

“Amy has endured so much 
over the past four years but 
she has dealt with everything 
with a smile and positivity. 
She has been an inspiration to 
us all.” 

Mrs Beney said the hardest 
times during treatment were 
watching Amy suffer. 

She said: “It’s those times, 
when you know something is 
hurting them, like having 
injections, or taking high-dose 
steroids, which make them 
emotional, grumpy and 
ravenous. That is hard to 
watch. 

“But the hardest thing of all 
was the relapse. It felt im¬ 
mensely unfair that we were 
in that position again.” 

Amy said receiving the Little 
Star award made her feel 


happy and excited. Her prizes 
included a trophy, a certificate 
signed by singers Leona Lewis 


and Tinie Tempah, Olympians 
Mo Farah and Jessica Ennis,

MP committed to the 
battle to get into zone

MP Chris Grayling has pledged 
his continued commitment to get 
Epsom into Zone 6, saying he has 
set the wheels in motion for “a 
battle he wants Epsom to win”. 

In July, Southern rail company, 
which has the franchise to run 
services through Epsom, said it 
was “willing to work towards” 
getting the station into a London 
travel zone. 

The concession followed the 
Epsom Guardian’s hugely popu¬ 
lar Zone 6 for Epsom campaign, 
which highlighted that a move to 
allow people to use Oyster cards 
at the station would make travel 
from the station to London easier 
and cheaper, and encourage 
more Londoners to travel out to 
Epsom, providing a welcome 
boost to its struggling shopping 
centre. 

A number of stations that are 
further out from central London, 
such Epsom Downs, Tattenham 
Corner and Tadworth stations 
are already in Zone 6. 

With hundreds of signatures 
still coming in for this newspa¬ 
per’s online petition for the 
change, Mr Grayling said this 
week he remains “fully commit¬ 
ted” to the campaign and

has written to Transport 
Minister Stephen Hammond 
for the “green light” to 


start discussions. 

He told the Epsom Guardian: “I 
have put in a formal request to 
Stephen Hammond. 

“In order for discussions to 
happen between Southern, South 
West Trains and myself, the Zone 
6 issue needs permission from 
the Department of Transport as 
Southern has said they were fine 
to work towards it but didn’t 
want to lose out financially as a 
result. 

“The problem for Southern 
with moving Epsom into Zone 6 
is they would lose the Southern- 
only tickets that you can buy at 
the station. 

“I’m waiting for a response now 
but that shouldn’t be too much of 
a problem.” 

Mr Grayling said ministerial 
changes and the Government’s 
West Coast mainline franchise fi¬ 
asco had resulted in a slight “hia¬ 
tus”, but reassured residents he 
is doing all he can. 

He said: “Southern said it was 
by no means impossible to do it. 

“One option is to get Zone 6 
written into the new franchise 
agreement but the franchising 
process has now been delayed so 
my aim is to get permission to 
make the change beforehand. 

“I’m fully committed to this - 
it’s a battle I want us to win.”

On Friday, November 9, I at¬ 
tended the St Helier and 
Epsom NHS Trust Board meet¬ 
ing at Epsom Hospital. 

The mood music from the 
board members was far from 
encouraging. 

Over the past 18 months the 
hospital senior management, 
led by chief executive Matthew 
Hopkins, has kept councillors 
informed of developments, as 
they have pursued an amalga¬ 
mation with St Peters Hospital 
in Chertsey. 

But, as we all now know, that 
process was halted some weeks 
ago due to a number of factors, 
including the debt carried by 
Epsom Hospital. 

The meeting was well attend¬ 
ed and the audience asked 


When it comes to the fight 
to save services at Epsom 
Hospital, I believe we need a 
central co-ordinating body 
or individual who is able to 
bring together all the differ¬ 
ent groups. 

We need a viable, self¬ 


searching questions. 

I asked Matthew Hopkins 
about the debt and was in¬ 
formed that Epsom Hospital is 
losing more than £lm a month 
and by the end of the year the 
hospital will have spend 
£19.4m more than it will earn. 

The audience were told if the 
amalgamation had taken place 
the new foundation hospital 
would have carried substantial 
debts for many years. 

I then asked if there was a re¬ 
alistic chance of the hospital 
closing. I was told much now 
depends on the clinical com¬ 
missioning groups that will 
buy medical services from the 
hospital in the coming years. 

Put simply, if medical ser¬ 
vices are not bought from the 


sustaining hospital in 
Epsom that still retains all 
the essential services, but is 
not running at a suggested 
loss of £lm a month. 

Can that be done? I think 
so. The letters page of this 
newspaper and the articles 


hospital, the debt will rise and 
this could spell bankruptcy 
and the closure of some or all 
of the hospital. 

I also asked Mr Hopkins 
about the likelihood of an in¬ 
tervention by a new body 
called the Unsustainable 
Provider Regime if the debts 
continued to climb. 

He said there was no evi¬ 
dence to suggest the regime 
might take over management 
of the trust at present, but 
could give no assurances this 
would not happen in the future 
if debts continued to rise. 

Overall I was impressed by 
the honesty of Mr Hopkins and 
his team, but concluded that 
the situation at the hospital is 
very worrying.
